It will run for 
about thirty minutes, but is packed with a 
wallop of vital information and suggestions 
for all who need and deal in credit in one way 
or another. 


Who doesn’t need or deal in credit? There 
are very few who do not. Evidently some peo­ 
ple do not value their credit standing, or else 
they would pay all they owe promptly, or else 
let their creditors understand why. 


Let it be urged on all concerned to realize 
on the opportunity to be presented next week 
to increase their volume of credit education.
